CAT SCRATCH DISEASE, 
or 
cat-scratch fever, has received an 
increasing amount of attention in 
recent y ears. Hundreds of cases 
have been reported in North Am­ 
erica and in Europe, and it seems 
q uite likely that a number of cases 
have escaped recognition. 
However, more and more re­ 
ports and studies of this disease 
are appearing in medical journals 
so that perhaps it should no long­ 
er be considered a rare disorder. 
In one report on this disease, 
for example, 160 cases in 27 states 
and eight foreign countries were 
discussed. Twenty -seven of them 
had been personally studied by the 
authors of the medical report. 
In almost all of them there had 
been contact with cats, and most 
had been actually scratched by 
these animals. 


USUALLY there is a period of 
about three to seven day s between 
the time of the scratch and in­ 
flammation at the place where it 
occurred.

This is be g reatest sing le week o f the y ear 
fo r mo st <rf Western civ ilizatio n.

Ho pe was the fo undatio n sto ne o f Christian­ 
ity no w nearly 2 ,000 y ears o ld. 
Befo re Christianity, Ho pe had been the only 
thing that sustained men through the length­ 
ening hours of darkness as the winter solstice 
approached in the Northern Hemisphere. 
Today, for hundreds of millions of human 
beings, Hope is a brightening light each year- 
end, a thing to share in commemoration of 
Christmas. 
There can be no more heartfelt commemo­ 
ration than to make certain that at least one 
life that would have remained in darkness 
is 
brightened, if only for a little while. 
That's the spirit of Christinas. 


THAT IS THE special light that Christian­ 
ity has radiated throughout the world—the 
Hope that can be given by man to man and 
that all men can draw from a common faith 


» a God symbolic of brotherly love and 
rum an dignity. 
The calendar year has been divided up in 
many ways in an attempt to direct men’s 
thoughts to particular purposes. 
There are special days, weeks and even 
months. There are occasions to honor the 
living and the dead, events in history, ideas 
that promise to open new horizons to men 
and ideas that have led him out of the caves 
and canyons of antiquity to what men believe 
is an infinitely improvable world. 


BUT OF THEM all, Christmas Week—the 
climax of a season that lasts from Thanks­ 
giving to New Year’s Day—is the most mean­ 
ingful for the most people. 
It :s the time of the year when men come 
closest to understanding how all things might 
of despair in their planning and substitute 
become possible if men could put Hope ahead 
love for bitterness in their emotions.

No th in g New Ab o u t Fo u r-Party System 


The possibility of political stratification in 
1960 that would split both the Democratic and 
Republican parties into right and left wings 
will bo talked about more and more during 
the months before the nominating conventions 
a year from next summer. 
Davie. Lawrence has suggested the possibil­ 
ity that Northern and Southern conservatives 
might get together to form a political force in 
opposition to the liberal elements in the Re­ 
publican and Democratic parties. But he ad­ 
mits this third party would be unlikely as 
long as Republicans insist on a federalized 
system of government which “deprives the 
states of their right to control their own pub­ 
lic schools and education programs.” 
Thai would seem to eliminate the possibility 
of a North-South axis of convervatism geared 
to Southern race prejudice, because it is un­ 
thinkable that any important number of Re­ 
publicans would be able to see eye to eye 


with the Faubuses of the South on that ques­ 
tion. 
A third party is unlikely. 
In a showdown, two new parties, each rep­ 
resenting a splitoff from the old parties, would 
be just as unlikely, because it wduld be con­ 
trary to the continuing purpose of the party 
system. That is the idea of winning the White 
House, control of Congress, or both. Political 
parties exist to win, not to commit political 
suicide. 
Historically, the United States always has 
had sharp divisions inside each major party. 
It has had, in effect, a four-party system as 
far as viewpoints are concerned, but a two- 
party system as far as elections were con­ 
cerned. Differences were compromised and 
subdued for the purpose of winning elections— 
and that has been the merit of the two-party 
system over the years. It is a good bet it will 
still be the merit of the system in the next 
national election in 1960. 


T h is Co u ld Be Emb arrassin g 


On Jan. 1, a favorite dream of Americans 
may start to turn into a nightmare when 
France, Germany, Italy, Belgium, Luxem­ 
bourg and the Netherlands slash tariffs 10 
per cent. 
They are the pioneers of the European 
Common Market outgrowth of the European 
Coal and Steel Community and forerunner of 
European free trade and eventual economic 
and political unification. 
The eventual aim is to make Europe as 
much like the United States as possible by 
removing internal tariff barriers and agree­ 
ing on common external duties for all prod­ 
ucts. And that is the potential source of a 
nightmare for U.S. producers. 
Though it is possible for U.S. capital to 
go abroad and become part of the new set­ 
up, it is not possible for U.S. producers to 
follow the capital, because producers are peo­ 
ple. To the extent that European countries 
succeed in trading more freely with one 
another inside comon tariff barriers design­ 
ed to keep out unwanted exports, U.S. pro­ 
ducer can be greviously hurt by the loss of 
European export markets. 
Yet, European economic unification has 
been a fixed policy of the United States. Is 
this inconsistent? Or is it another instance of 
the price of progress? 
In the measured view, it must be called 
part of the prices of progress. The United 
States is willing to take its chances on a long­ 
term adjustment to E uropean economic uni­ 
fication for the sake of the progress that uni­ 
fication would represent. 
It can justify its support for the idea of 
unification by its belief in the necessity of 
strengthening Europe’s economic foundations, 
to keep European civilization from falling 
prey to Russian expanionism. 
This has been the long-range view of 
European unification. Even before World 
War II, it was obvious that some kind of uni­ 
fication would be achieved sometime. After 
World War il, the idea materialized in 1952,

Community in midsummer of 1952. Its mem­ 
bers were the same six nations that now 
have laid the groundwork for 
a common 
market. 
They are to cut tariffs among themselves 
progressively for 12 years or more, at the 
same time liberalizing important quotas. 
Barring the possibility they may isolate 
themselves from other European countries, 
they are expected to be the pioneers of an 
idea that will be embraced eventually by all 
European countries—a dream that has been 
recurring for hundreds of years in Europe 
and which has been encouraged intensively 
in U.S. foreign policy for a full decade. 
Even if it becomes a nightmare for U.S. 
producers, the logic of European unification 
is so obvious it cannot be denied.

1. The Wall Street bulls. The 
persistent rise in stock prices dur­ 
ing the recession puzzled many. 
The sharp break in November 
frightened some. 
But the rise 
since then is now exciting many 
who rarely get into the market. 
Although profits 
and 
dividends 
haven’t 
justified 
the 
market, 
many buyers apparently are act­ 
ing out of inflation fears. 
2. The recession-recovery story. 
The sharpest postwar break in the 
economy and the speediest recov­ 
ery first disturbed and then heart­ 
ened the public. The recovery still 
leaves the jobless total stubborn­ 
ly high. 
3. Inflation present an future. 
The rising cost of living took front 
page space in the first half of the 
year. The fear that the present 
levelling off might be short lived 
worries many as the year ends. 
The steel, aluminum and auto 
industries raised wages and then 
prices. The F e d e r a l Reserve 
Board eased credit while the re­ 
cession was still on, then tightened 
up fast to keep the recovery with­ 
in bounds. 
4. Passing of many corporate 
traditions. American Telephone 
& 
Telegraph raised its dividend after 
36 years and split its stock three 
for one. The A. & P. listed voting 
common stock on the New York 
Stock Exchange after years of all­ 
family control. The House of Mor­ 
gan will merge with the Guaranty 
Trust Co. of New York, changing 
its name as it becomes the na­ 
tion’s fourth largest bank. 
5. The bond market. U.S. secur­ 
ities broke sharply, burning the 
fingers of many speculators and 
embarrassing the Treasury. The 
Federal Reserve came to the res­ 
cue to stabilize the market, but 
bond prices stayed low and yie ds 
higher than for many blue chip 
common stocks. 
6. Uncle Sam’s red ink. Record 
peacetime spending and recession- 
hit tax collections sent the Treas- 
ry deficit to around 12 billion 
dollars. 
It made the Treasury 
squirm as 
it raised money to 
ir.eet its bills and it started the 
White House to talking about gov­ 
ernment economy 
again. 
After 
the Democrats swept the elections 
the Republicans talked loudly

7. The Detroit story. Most of the 
y ear was drab fo r the auto indus­ 
try . and many Americans judg e

“Labor offers” full employment. 
This was the full-throated cry of 
Democrats all over the U ni t e d 
States in the recent campaign. On­ 
ly in th United States the liberals 
would provide full employment at 
government expense. The British 
manifesto doesn’t go that far. 
In education the British Labor 
party would set up a Royal Com­ 
mission to look into education. We 
have had our White House Confer­ 
ence and many committees and 
commissions at work. 
In health and medicine, the Brit­ 
ish have a national health service. 
The Labor party thinks it is 
a 
“boon to the nation.” 
Tnere are many who think other­ 
wise. But when you add up the 
Democratic liberals’ a i m s and 
those of the AFL-CIO, you would 
have something very close to it. 


IT IS MOST interesting that the 
Labor party 
b a c k s completely 
away from price controls. But the 
net of the advice of economists 
such as Galbraith and Keyserling, 
who are the intellectual guides of 
the Democratic-labor alliance, is to 
try that as a cure for inflation. 
Pensions and old-age assistance. 
We have them and will get more. 
So do the British, and the Labor 
party would give more. 
Only on nationalization would the 
British prototypes of our “forward- 
lookers” go a bit further. But their 
proposal is milk and water com­ 
pared to their attempts when they 
were in power. It simply didn’t 
work. And so they would not go 
beyond restoring steel to “full pub­ 
lic ownership” and restore “road 
haulage” to public ownership. So 
far as steel is concerned, the gov­ 
ernment still owns nearly half of 
the industry in Britain but private 
owners control it. So far as “road 
haulage” is concerned, consider 
the uproar by Hoffa and other 
unions if such a thing were tried. 
They know that it is one thing 
to use terrorism, sabotage, and 
racketeering against defenceless 
owners here, and another to try 
cuch practices against the govern­ 
ment of the United States. 
And so we have a parallel be­ 
tween our leftists and those over 
the seas. Why should anyone want 
a labor party? We practically have 
it, nicely labeled, as it is.

Back of all the technical debat# 
about new scientific developments 
is a grim battle for the citizen s 
dollar. It takes a good deal of cour­ 
age for the President to 
rearrang e 
the main items of the military bud­ 
get so that first things will come 
first. 
It is difficult to answer publicly 
the protests of those persons with 
an ax to grind who keep on crying 
out that America is behind and that 
the administration is neglecti n g 
this or that weapon. One reason is 
that public debate of this kind can 
only operate to the benefit 
o f the 
potential enemy. 
America is moving ahead non- 
politically non-partisanly and with 
the best brains of science and in­ 
dustry trying to give America the 
weapons needed with which to con­ 
duct a massive retaliation if this 
ountry or its allies should sudden­ 
ly be attacked. 


EVEN THE CLAMORO for diplo­ 
matic talks have been recognized 
by the administration which has 
sent envoys again and again to 
confer with the Communist repre­ 
sentatives at Geneva and 
o t h e r 
places only to discover that the 
“talk” idea is just a Soviet maneu­ 
ver intended to make it appear 
that the United States wants war 
and not peace. 
The “Sputnik” episode has been 
a destructive rather than a con­ 
structive influence. It has initialed, 
for instance, some caustic criticism 
of our educational system. 
It led to campaigns to get extra 
funds from Congress for purposes 
quite undelated to the battle of the 
satellites in outerspace. Also the 
entirt military budget of the United 
States has been subjected to criti- 
cis based on a supposed need for 
big amounts of money to partici­ 
pate in the “Sputnik” race. 
Now that American has shown 
that her scientists can equal if not 
surpass the Soviet scientists it is 
to be hoped that a sense of bal­
